Interest, 4% per cent., for partial- 
ly tax exempt notes, convertible into 
3% per cent. notes wholly tax ex- 
empt. 

Maturity, four years with the 
treasury reserving the privilece of 
redeeming the notes In three years. 

The 2% per cent. notes to be ix- 
sued later, also may be converted 
subsequently back into 4% per cent. 
notes. 

The 4% per cent. securities are 
to be exempt from State and local 
taxation, excepting State and inher- 
itance taxes and from formal rates 
of Federal income texes,andthe 34% 
per cent. securities are exempt from 
all Federal, State and local taxes, ex- 
cept estate and inheritance taxes. 

The size of the lean was much 
emailer than had been anticipated 
by most financial observers. who 
looked for an iasue of about $6.009.- 
660,000. particularly in view of Ser- 
retary Glasses past statements that 
the loan would we five or six bi)- 
liona. 

This will be the last Liberty Loan, 
Secretary Glass explained. alt:iough 
thefe will be other issues of govern- 
ment securities to finance belated 
war expenses.

He also told exclusively the story 
of the recent refusal of one Ameri- 
can infantry company to go to the 
front-line trenches, later confirmed 
byaGen. March, Chief of Staff of the 


army.

Los Angeles Bids 
Set Low. Price.

WABHINGTON, April 13.-Within 
a few weeks new contracts for steel 
ships of 12,000 (ons, of great steam- 
ing radius and oill-burning equip- 
ment, will be let a flat price of 
$150 a ton or better. Los Angeles 
pointed the way for the new figure 
on this type of ship and will get some 
of the contracts. Some of her ship- 
bullders are now in Philedeiphin 
closing up details for building some 
of the new type of cargo carrier. 
While a bid of $149 was received 
from the Submarine Boat Company, 
the first bid of $150 per ton was from 
a Los Angeles shipbuilder. 

Many of the contracts on the 
West Coast for steel ships which 
were suspended will be modified and | 
revived for this new type vVeasel 
which is so quick tn jure around, bas 
such cargo capacity and has such a 
great steaming radius that it can 
compete successfully with any afloat. 

OContracts and details of the new 
programme for steel shipbullding on 
the West Coast are expected within 
the next few days. 

The American pre-war figure 
ranged between $50 and $698 a ton 
for twelve-knot freighters. For this 
year estimates for the same type run 
between $185 and $225 a ton. 

Plans for this type of vessel, ten- 
tatively known as the new American 
type of ship, have been drawn by 
Theodore Ferris, to afford ihe 
greatest degree of economy in opere- 
tion, efficiency and comfort for the 
crews. This type is to have many 
characteristics which do not exist in 
vessels under foreign flags. 

OTL-BURNING TYPE. 

These vessels will be of the ofl- 
burning type and will be equipped 
with steam-propelling machinery or 
Diesel engines, an advantage which 
cannot be attained by vessels burn- 
ing coal for fuel. 

This type will be equipped with 
self-contained cargo handling equip- 
ment. In addition to the electric 
lights, are lights will be carried, en- 
abling the crews to load and unload 
cargoes by night. Equipment for 
hendling cargo wil! be so distributed 
that the vessels can lead and dis- 
charge uniformly. 

By the elimination of wood and 
ali other inflammable material. the 
fire risk will be wholly for cargoes, 
for the hull and mechinery risk will 
be diminished through staunch con- 
struction and careful inetallation. 
Damage to cargo by external causes 
will be minimized by hatches of a 
type to afford best protection against 
sea and weather. There will be no 
forecastie, seamen and firemen will 
be berthed in deck houses, allowing 
the greatest amount of fresh air and 
light. No wood willl be used where 
metal can be employed. Continuous 
hot and cold water will be supplied 
as well as shower baths for entire 


; In order that beef, fowl end other 
perishable provisions may be carried 
for long runs, and if necessary with- 
out replenishing until home port is 
reached, cold storage roome wil! be 
provided. Thus the best food can be 
served to all, no matter where the 
ship may be.

Dwindling.

WASHINGTON, April 13.— 
The amendments incorporated 
in the redrafted League of Na- 
tions covenant appear on the 
qrface to represent a tremen- 
dous victory for the Republican 
Senators who formally served 
notice on the President that they 
would prevent ratification of the 
plan in the form originally sub- 
mitted. 

The revised provisions patent- 
ly are intended to remove the 
objections voiced generally by 
the thirty-nine Republican Sena- 
tors who signed the Lodge round 
robin and by other Republican 
and Democratic Senators, an ag- 
gregation sufficiently numerous 
to defedt ratification of any 

Wha third 
majority of the Senate. 


If the text of the revised articles 
conforms to the brief official sum- 
mary of the amendments cabled 
from Paris, tt is expected that oppe- 
sition represented by the round- 
robin ers and their sympathia- 
ers will dwindle to the point that 
will assure considerably more than 
a two-third majority for the cove- 
nant. 

The principal objections raised 
and thé amendments adopted to re- 
move them are: 

Nullification of Monroe Doctrine 
~— Proviso inserted declaring that 
the covenant “does not affect the 
validity” of the Monroe Doctrine. 


Abrogation of sovereignty — 
Amendment provides that arma- 
ment can be reduced only with con- 
sent of individual states and that 
the contribution of armed forces to 
the league is optional. 

Interference in domestic affaire— 
Amendment exempts domestic 
questions from arbitration or in- 
quiry by the league. 

Involuntary mandatories — 
Amendment provides that adminis- 
tration of territorial wars shall be 
committed to states “willing to be 
mandatories.” 

Withdrawal! unprovided for—Pro- 
vision made for withdrawal of na- 
tion from teague. 

While viewing in the light of a 
victory the adoption of amendments 
intended to meet the objections of 
the opposition, the few KepuDblican 
Senators in Washington today were 
disposed to withhold judgment un- 
til they can study the perfect text 
of the covenant. 

“The redraft has not yet been 
approved by the plenary couneil 
a we have not yet had the text, 
but from the statements regarding 
it im the newspapers today. I am 
not sure whether it will be more of 
a disappointment to its opponents 
or tts friends,” said Senator Hard- 
ing of Ohio. “I doubt that the re- 
drafted constitution will meet the 
objections of Senators who have 
been opposed to the league aa origi- 
nally proposed. The explanation of 
the redrafted constitution seems te 
make it a perfectiy useless doecu- 
ment, from the point of view of the 
friends of a League of Nations. Ap- 
parently a nation can retire when 
it wants to and practically every- 
thing must be done by the league 
by unanimous consent.” 

Senator Johnsen of California, 
Republican, sald: “The statements 
published by the newspapers in 
their dispatches from Paris are #0 
involved that I don't care to com- 
ment on the redrafted League of 
Nations conatitution at this time.

ANSWER QUESTIONS

WASHINGTON, April 18.—An- 
neuncement has been made by Col. 
assistant to 
the Secretary of War. of the open- 
ing of a division of correspondence 
of the Emergency HEmployment 
Committee for soldiers and sailors 
ef the Council of National Defense. 
This new division has been estab- 
lished for the purpose of giving in- 
fermation and directions to men 
whe are being discharged from the 
service, such aa questions concern- 
ing allotments, war risk insurance, 
benuses, employment, civil rights, 
vocational training and the like. 

It is not the purpose of the di- 
vision to in any way supplant the 
werk of any other government de- 
partment or bureau that is taking 
care of apecific lines of information, 
such as the United States employ- 
ment service to whom all questions 
of employment will be referred. or 
the Red Cross, which is furnishing 
information as to casualties, civilian 
relief, etc. Nor is it the intention 
of either the committee or the new 
division to attend to anybody else's 
business—the purpose is simply t® 
render a distinct service to those 
soldiers and sailors and marines 
who de not know where to write or 
whe, having written, have received 
no action on their letters. 

Tt has-been noted that men who 
have been in the service turn nat- 
urally to the War Department for 
information, and it ie the sole pur- 
pose of this division to direct these 
men where the information ean be 
obtained.

MAN WHO SAW LINCOLN 
SHOT TO SPEAK HERE 


BooTH’s CRIME OF 
FIFTY-FOUR YEARS AGO 
IN FORD'S THEATER. 


Wew facts regarding the assas- 
sination of Abraham Lincoln, fifty- 
four years ago, while attending & 
performance of “Our American 
Cousin” at Ford’s Theater in Wash- 
ington, were given yesterday by Jo- 
seph H, Hazleton of Los Angele, 
who was &@ programme boy at the 
theater and was one of the few per- 
sone who actually saw the shot 
fred. So far as is known, Mr. 
Hazleton ie the only resident of Los 
Angeles who was present in the 
theater at the time of the shoot- 
ing, aside from Mrs. Nellie Wyn- 
cook, who was then Miss Nellie 
Truman and was a member of the 
stock company which was playing 
at Ford's Theater. 

“Tl was distributing programmes 
at the front of the house,” said Mr. 
Hazleton yesterday at the Mason 
Operahouse, “when I saw the 
President come in with Mrs. Lin- 
coln, a Miss Harris, and Surgeon- 
General Rathburn. The members 
of the party went up the stairs and 
down through the first balcony in- 
to the box on the left-hand side of 
the stage. The*audience arose and 
cheered and applauded the Presi- 
dent, who arose and bowed. The 
President came in during the sec- 
ond act. While the third act was, 
being played I noticed J. Wilkes’ 
Booth come in at the entrance of 
the theater. go past the doorkeeper, 
Mr, Buckingham, and up the stairs. 
From my aisle on the opposite side 
of the first floor of the theater I saw 
Booth pass down the balcony aisle 
and enter the President's box, saw 
him fire bis pistol at the President 
and saw Booth jump over the rail 
to the stage. He did not break one 
of his legs in the jump, as has been 
#0 often written, but he broke small 
bones In one of his ankles. 

“Rooth, who occasionally played 
parts in the Ford Theater company, 
was not in the cast that week. As 
I have told many audiences, I know 
that the South had no part in the 
assassination of Lincoln, which I 
believe was plotted solely by the 
half-demented Booth.”

A heart-felt tribute to the deeds 
and memories of heroes, living and 
dead, and to one of their own mem- 
bers for whom there is a star of gold 
upon the church service flag, was; , 
paid by Dr. Hugh K. Walker and the 
congregation of the First Presby- 
terian Church, Twentieth and Fig- 
vuoroa streets, yesterday. The occa- 
sion was a patriotic service fea- 
tured by a stirring address by Maj. 
Gurney Newlin, recently from 
France, the demobilization of the 
service flag of the church and 
presentation of a roll of honor bear- 
ing forty-seven names. 

“It is the spirit of men like John 
Duncan that finally won the war, and 
not the ships, or troops, or supplies, 
essential and important as those 
wore,” Dr. Walker declared in the 
course of his tribute to Lieut. Dun- 
can, a Los Angeles man and mem- 
ber of the congregation who was fa- 
tally wounded in the first phase of 
the Argonne battie. 

Duncan, ten days before his death, 
on the anniversary of his birthday, 
which he called ‘our day,’ wrote: 

“After all, little mother, there is 
no better thing that we can do than 
to give our all—you your only son 
and £ myself, to the great cause.” 
This, said Dr. Walker, was the spirit 
that won the war, for nothing of 
lasting value can ever be brought 
about in this world without self-sac- 
rifice. 

Maj. Newlin paid a glowing tribute 
to the American men and womert, 
who answered the call to France.

The dispatch relates that Mexico has decided to change its policy of 
antagonism to foreign capital. It has discovered that there can be no teal 
progress in Mexico without the investment of capital, and that, since Mexi- 
can capital does not exist, the best thing to do is to invite and to encourage 
outside capital, and especially American capital. 

We trust that, for Mexico's own sake, the report is true and that the 
idea will be carried i effect. 

Once a stable government is established and in operation in Mexico, 
all that it will then need is capital to develop and operate its wonderful re- 
sources. 

And, unless this be done, that country will lie stagnant. It will be as 
dead as it was when Montezuma ruled over it. It will continue to be a land 
of hunger and want and poverty. 

With all the natural advantages that Mexico possesses, with all its mag- 
nificent seaports and barbors, its oil and vast mineral deposits, its fertile soil, 
its marvelous climate, its forests and endless other riches, it will starve like 
a man in a desert perishing for water, if capital be not induced to go to its 
rescue. 

Nor is Mexico different in its situation from other countries of great 
natural resources. Russia,’China and many other countries can be men- 
tioned in the same breath with Mexico. 

They have endless natural wealth, they have millions of people, they 
have soil and water, but they lie dormant and starved in face of all 
that, simply because capital is not guaranteed safe passport and protection. 

The 15,000,000 people of Mexico, the other millions more of Russia, 
China and many other countries, have arms and legs and muscle and brawn 
that are capable of digging out the treasures of the hills and of tilling vast 
acres of fertile lands, but they are as helpless as babes because they do not 
have capital ‘to assist them. 

It is a condition and not a theory that confronts Mexico and all other 
countries now suffering poverty and want. 


II. 
NE of the most inexplicable things in the world is this senseless argu- 
O ment over economics. Theorists have enmeshed a plain proposition 
thgt a child might grasp into an intricate and almost 
hopeless argument. 


You may give outright to these theorists all the natural resources of 
the earth, all its coal and iron, its oil and its soil, its forests and waters, and 
they will die ef starvation. 

Yet, in the face of this fact—a fact demonstrated over and over again 
for thousands of years—this which is called socialism and all its kindred 
isms continue to delude itself and to delude others. 

The socialistic theorists start out with the threadbare assertion that it is 
labor alone that creates capital. Only they call capital “wealth.” Very well, 
let us admit that this is a fact, because it is a fact it were vain to even try to dis- 
pute. It is labor, then, let us say, that creates capital. 

All right, then capital is created and comes into existence. We have 
oo aa oo It is a reality as much as labor is. What is to be done 
ith it?

EBACE—AMERICA WINS AGAIN. 

Vast is the change which a few days 
have wrought in the peace treaty outlook 
at Paris and in the possibility of the United 
States Senate ratifying it if it contains the 
League of Nations agreément. Two weeks 
ago the pessimists were abroad in the land 
singing a sad song of deadlock; today we 
have the information that the League of 
Nations covenant has been amended so that 
the Monroe Doctrine is recognized and pre- 


served and the conference has reached an 
agreement “on all questions concerning 
peace with Germany, reparations, indemnui- | 
ties and the frontiers of the Rhine and Po- 
land.” The other matters that remain to 
be sé@ttied do not concefn Germany pri- 
marily. 

Washington dispatches state that the sat 

progress so suddenly made is due 
to the fact that difficulties which had de- 
layed progress in the “negotiations have 
beea OVercome and that the President has 
secured the acceptance of certain of the 
important points for which he had been 
contending. Thus again the President bas 
had his way. 

There's an old saying that when a woman 
says she will, she will, and there's an end 
of it. Bividently those at the Peace Con- 
ference who have been standing out against 
the American commission's ideas have de- 
cided that they might as wéll give in. 

It has been made very evident that 
France has been the recalcitrant one and 
that Lloyd George hag supported the Presi- 
dent. The President and the British Pre- 
mier have got along famously together from 
the start. They have stood by each other 
so pronoundéedly; indeed, that one witty 
Ameriéan newspaperman declared that a 
sort of diplomatic love affair has been car- 
ried on between them. 

The impasse, about which the correspond- 
ents at Paris were talking a few days ago 
and which now hag been so happily over- 
come, was Caused by the anxiety of France 
to be assured of “safety from a Germany 
which will soon have a population of two 
to our one,” as one of the ablest journalists 
of France pointed out a few days ago. This 
anxiety, it seems evident, caused Premier 
Clemenceau to press upon the other mem- 
bers of the “Big Four” claims to which they 
could not agree without to some extent dis- 
regarding one or other of the fourteen 
points. That Presideit Wilson went as far 
as he could go is shown by a recent and 
obviously-inspired Associated Press dis- 
patch which states that he, “in a concilia- 
tory spirit, has been willing to do almost 
anything to assure French security short 
of the stultification of engagements made 
at the time of the armistice.” 

The terme which, it is said, Premier 
Clemenceau ufged were of such a nature 
that the Germans wotild only sign them 
with the knife at their throats and would 
only carry them out if the knife was kept 
there. While everybody outside of Germany 
can understand the way the French feel on 
the subject, yet it is cause for great satis- 
faction that the representative of that great | 
nation has consented tt) modify the de 
mands, thus removing the world’s anxiety 
over a possible failure of thé Peace Confer- 
ence. That the situation Was at one time 
extremely delicate was brought home forct- 
bly by the President's dramatic action in 
ordering the speedy return to France of 
the George Washington. His order that the 
transport be rushed to. Brest was, as Mr. 
Oulahan said in his special cablegram to 
The Times, not a bluff, It was a strong and 
an electrifying move.

THROUAING STORY OF BATTLE 
TOLD BY LA VERNE MAN; 
BACK FROM FRANCE. 


(LOCAL COREEPONDENCE 

POMONA, April 13. — Bringing 
back with him a thrilling story of 
how he and one. other soldier 
killed or captured half hundred 
Germans in a desperate encounter on 
the Cambia front, Radio Sergt. Man- 
nie Raley of La Verne, returned to 
his home yesterday, having been but 
recently discharged from the Fifty- 
fourth Coast Artillery. He waa in 
the service for more than a year and 
saw plenty of heavy fighting. 

Sergt. Raley. wears the diatin- 
guished service cross, which he re- 
celved on account of meritorious 
conduct when his regiment was 
becking up the infantry. In the se- 
vere fighting the infantry’ became 
separated from the artillery and .it 
was impossible to maintain com- 
munications. At lest the Germans 
ined a between the two 

te and it looked as if they 
had won the Gay. Sergt. Raley, with 
seven others, ducked into a trench 


driven. There they found abundance 
of ammunition, but no sooner had 
they found the emmunition than the 
Germans began cannonading this 
particular trench to drive the Amer'i- 
cans seeing that it was death 
or capture to remain there, the 
eight Americans made a sally on the 
fifty Germanse,who were firing at 
them, and in the savage attack all 
but Sergt. Raley and Sergt. Antrell 
of Ban Francisco, were killed. These 
tWo men continued fighting, picking 
off the German officers until of the 
entire fifty there were left but thir- 
teen. These were taken prisoners 
by the two valiant Americans and 
were marched back into the lines. 

At the4ime of the armistice, Sergt. 
Raley was radio instructor back of 
the lines. Throughout his service he 
was wounded but once, afd that 
slightly, by shrapnel, In the same 
regiment was Jonn Blair of Ontario, 
ali the rest being from other coun- 
ties in this State.
